Las* Sef.tember, on the 2.5th day of 
that month, Mun.iger William Elliot, 
then in England, requisitioned District 
Secretary Thompson here in Henderson 
for, as near as might be, an estimate 
of the amount of tobacco of the 1908 
crop due to tie handled by the Associa- 
tion. Well, Thompson and this writer 
and others anew to an acre what had 
been piMileil to the Association in th® 
five counties. Practically speaking, the 
whole of the 1908 crop as planned and 
designed prior to the first of last May 
had been pledged to the Association. 
But evervbrdv knew, because of last 
precertenteil drouth tfnd 
deterrent circum-

liecause of other 
stances, the crop as planned, and pool- 
»'d, had never been produced in its 
never be delivered. 

“What then is the shortage?” ques- 
tioned Secretary Thompson of himself 
last September. A cable must be dis- 
patched to Manager Elliot yonder in 
England. Rapid thinking and swift 
calculations followed and then the fol- 
lowing message was signed and sent hy 
Secretary Thompeon to Manager El- 
liot yonder in England: 

"Thirty-one million pounds of tobac- 
co will be delivered the Aaaociation. ” 
I thought and others thought deliveries 
would exceed Thompeon 's estimate by 
four million pounds. 

Virtuall.v the season haa cloeed here 
and now on the 1st of May. 

Whst is the totals of deliveries? 

To date the good old loyal, reliable 
members of this Association have de- 
livered all told of the 1908 crop to pur- 
chastTs and the Association thirty mil- 
lion, three hundred and sixty-eight 
thousand, aix hundri-d and sixty-three 
pounds. 

Deliveries only lack 611,387 pounds 
of Secretary Thompson’s estimate and 
the scatteriug remnanta yet to be de- 
livered will whittle down very consider- 
Hhly, and may wipe out. that shortage. 
Which exhibit I submit servea to in- 
spire confidence in the efficiency of the 
District Secretay and alao in Associa- 
tion statistica.

It will be 
bad on the renter and the man with a 
small farm and the man that driver 
stork, for the farmers will take the out 
side fence and make pasture fence and 
hog pens, and what will the stock do 
for water? I see hogs in pens out 
here and they have to feed them the 
yeer round and stake the cows out 
along the road. 

They have quite a good deal of hedge 
and woven wire fences out here but 
some of the farmers makes a turning 
row out of the road— have com and 
wheat right at the edge of the road 
and that makes it bad for any one 
driving stock. 

I thought I would tell my friends in 
Kentucky not to vote trouble on them- 
selves for I know it would be s disad- 
vantage for I was raised there and 
know thev could not afford to keep 
hngs up and feed them and pastures are 
not very good and water gets scarce in 
summer. 

I know we get mad when stock 
breaks in, but ours might break out and 
then we would have to pay to get them 
out of the pound pen.

~he Chln-'se covermiient. while It 
Oollecta s part rf Its revenue from 
cu toms, relies largely uron the prov- 
Inres to supply revenue, and arbi- 
trarily names each yeai the aum 
which each province must supply, 
leaving to the officers of that province 
the methods by which this to ob- 
tained. The consequence Is (hat each 
province is permitted to collect a tax 
on goods entering It from adjacent 
provinces and this custom has been 
extended to the subdivision of the 
provinces, so that goods In transit are 
frequently compelled to pay taxes 
every few milea. As a consequence, 
the interior taxes, known as “Itkln" 
become not only the terror of im- 
porters, but sometimes almost pro- 
Aibitory.

“Does it pay a county to assume a 
large indebtedness in order to obtain 
good rovl.s?” Is a que-^tion asked by 
♦be Glasgow Times, and then the Times 
: rocevds to say that Paldirg co'anty, 
Ohio, answers, ”Y'es,” with enthusi- 
asm. The times then continues: 

“Since 1882, PauMing county has been 
issuing bond to raise money with which 
to improve the highways. It was not, 
however, until 1898, that the campaign 
for good roads really started in the 
county. Tho people wearied of the 
half-hearted and almost futile attempts 
to make a road out of soil that once had 
been the bed of a swamp. There were 
months when the roads could not be 
complained of and other months when 
the cautious farmer hesitated between 
wagon and boat when he had to go 
to market. Today the county has near- 
ly 500 miles of excellent macadam in 
exchange for a million-dollar delit. 
I.and in 1800 could be bought for #5 ar 
acre. It climbed up tu fl5 by 1889 

"Now it sells around $50 Chuice 
land, which in 1808 bought $.50 sn acre 
now command $ir>0. The tax dufdicate 
now shows a valuation of $7,34.'*, 00'» 
admittedly for smaller and actual val- 
ues. The population has been increas- 
ing, and crop returns have improved 
tremendou.sly. There is a demand for 
farming property. Facilities for trans 
portation are excellent and are im- 
proving, 

"Counties seeking population and 
prosperity in ewoipetition with each 
other, will, as in the case of cities, 
have to offer fixed attractions. Prom- 
ises will not do. What could prove a 
stronger magnet than will laid high- 
ways?’ 

Oavisaa county has not created a big 
debt in order to build permanent high- 
ways, and it has very few miles of 
them when compared with the 500 
n: es Pauling county, Ohio, has, but

“Does it pay a county to assume a 
large indebtedness in order to obtain 
goo<l roads?” Is a question asked by 
the Glasgow Times, and then the Times 
; rotecds to say that Balding county, 
Ohio, answers, “Y'es,” with enthusi- 
asm. The times then continues: 

"Since 1882. PauMing county has been 
issuing bond to raise money with which 
to improve the highways. It was not. 
however, until 1898, that the campaign 
for good roads really started in the 
county. The people wearie<l of the 
half-hearted and almost futile attempts 
to make a road out of aoil that once had 
been the bed of a swamp. There were 
months when the roads could not be 
complained of and other months when 
the cautious farmer hesitated between 
wagon and boat when he had to go 
to market. Today the county has near- 
ly 500 miles of excellent macadam in 
exchange for a million-dollar debt. 
Land in 18(X) could be bought for $5 ar 
acre. It climbed up to 115 by 1889 

“Now it sells around $50 Choice 
land, which in 18'*8 bought $50 sn acre 
now command The tax duplicate 

now shows a valuation of $7,34><,000 
admittedly fur smaller and actual val- 
ues. The population has been increas- 
ing, and crop returns have improved 
tremendou.sly. There is a demand for 
fanning property. Faculties D>r tran.s 
portation are excellent and are im- 
(iruving. 

“Counties seeking population and 
prosperity in eiNnpetition with each 
other, will, as in the case of cities, 
have to offer Axed attractions. Prom- 
ises will not do. What could prove a 
stronger magnet than will laid high- 
way!?’
